Also  em¬ 
phasized  are  conservation  of  na¬ 
tional  resources,  pupil  guidance, 
and  education  for  work.  One  sec¬ 
tion  suggests  how  schools  can  or¬ 
ganize  to  put  into  action  specific  de- 
fcnsereducation  recommendations. 

How  the  schools  can  contribute 
directly  to  our  national  prepared¬ 
ness  by  instruction  in  home  hygiene 
and  care  of  the  ill  or  injured  is 
proposed  in  Home  Nursing  Courses 
in  High  Schools.  The  need  for  in¬ 
struction,  brief  descriptions  of  se¬ 
lected  courses,  and  vocational  as¬ 
pects  of  home  nursing  are  present¬ 
ed.

To  help  students,  teachers,  and 
school  administrators  compare  ed¬ 
ucation  under  dictator  govern¬ 
ments 'and  in  the  United  States,  the 
Office  has  prepared  Education  Un¬ 
der  Dictatorships  and  in  Democ¬ 
racies.  This  pamphlet  reviews  the
